Perot said he had no candidate in 
mind. When asked about retired Gen. 
Colin Powell, who is considering a 
1996 run as a Republican or an 
Independent, Perot said: “Certainly 
we want people of that stature and 
quality.” 

A third party appears to be a popular 
idea in Utah. 

In an August survey for The Deseret 
News and KSL-TV, pollster Dan 
Jones & Associates found that 40 per- 
cent of Utahns consider themselves 
Republicans, 35 percent say they are 
Independents and 19 percent say 
they’re Democrats. 

“In reality, we haven’t had a viable 
two-party system in Utah for a long 
time,” said Geddes. “A lot of people 
are looking for an alternative. We can 
be that.” 

Perot finished second in Utah in the 
1992 presidential race, getting 27 per- 
cent of the vote.

NEW YORK — The warring parties 
in Bosnia reached an agreement 
Monday on a governniental structure 
for a Bosnian state divided between 
Serbs and a Muslim-Croatian federa- 
tion. In Washington, President 
Clinton hailed the accord as a big step 
“closer to the ultimate goal of a gen- 
uine peace.” 

The agreement, which Clinton 
described as “basic principles for an 
overall settlement,” calls for an elect- 
ed presidency, a parliament and a 
judicial system. 

These itistitutions must be in place 
before a final cease-fire, ending the 
four-year war, can be put in place, 
Clinton said. 

Prodded by the United States and its 
European allies, the foreign ministers 
of Croatia, Bosnia and Serbia ham- 
mered out the agreement. 

The accord establishes a Serb-con- 
trolled entity within Bosnia’s borders, 
but Clinton said it “makes clear that 
Bosnia will remain a single interna- 
tionally recognized state.” 

“We hope the progress we are mak- 
ing finally reflects the will of the par- 
ties to end this terrible war,” Clinton 
said in the White House briefing 
room. 

Warren Christopher, secretary of 
state, attended the opening of the 
meeting with the foreign ministers 
and then left Assistant Secretary of 
State Richard Holtrooke to preside. 

In an effort to narrow their differ- 
ences, the Balkan foreign ministers — 
Mate Granic of Croatia, Bosnia’s 
Sacirbey and Milan Milutinovic of 
Serbia — met individually far into the

WASHINGTON — American ser- 
vicemen abroad are committing fewer 
violent crimes than just a few years 
ago, the Pentagon says. However, the 
recent gang rape of a_ 12-year-old 
girl in Japan shows the problem per- 
sists and can cause big diplomatic 
headaches. 

The statistical improvement is due, 
in part, to the fact that there are only 
about half as many American military 
people overseas today as in 1990 
when the Pentagon began cutting 
troops, consolidating bases and par- 
tially withdrawing from Europe. 

Even taking that into account, a 
review of the Pentagon’s own crime 
statistics shows American troops in 
foreign nations have become less like- 
ly to break laws. Yet, even one such 
case can have serious diplomatic 
repercussions. 

The rape in early September of a 12- 
year-old girl in Okinawa — allegedly 
by two U.S. Marines and a Navy sea- 
man — has raised questions in Japan 
about ties to America and has added 


to local opposition to the U.S. mili- 
tary presence in Okinawa, home to 
approximately 30,000 American ser- 
vicemen. There are about 15,000 
other U.S. forces stationed elsewhere 
in Japan. 

President Clinton publicly apolo- 
gized for the Okinawa assault even 
though the accused Americans have 
not yet been formally charged. 
Washington and Tokyo are in the 
final stages of a review of the U.S.- 
Japan security arrangement. This 
week hundreds of people have 
protested in Okinawa to demand that 
U.S. forces leave their country. 

Lawrence Korb, as assistant secre- 
tary of defense for manpower during 
the Reagan administration, said 
although criminal activity by 
American servicemen was more 
prevalent in the 1970s and ‘80s, it got 
relatively little attention. 

During the Cold War, people were 
so afraid we'd leave, they were will- 
ing to overlook this problem for the 
sake of remaining under the protec- 
tive American nuclear umbrella, Korb 
said in an interview.

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Professors discuss 
role of the family in 
LDS, Jewish beliefs 
at UVSC symposium

The meaning of families and their 
important roles in both Jewish and 
LDS cultures was discussed in a sym- 
posium held at UVSC Thursday. 

The symposium, organized by The 
Center for Jewish Studies at UVSC, 
featured speakers from both religions. 
Dr. Laurence Loeb, professor of 
anthropology at the University of 
Utah, represented mostly conserva- 
tive and orthodox Jewish positions. 
Dr. Terrance Olson, chair of the fami- 
ly science department at BY U,-repre- 
sented the LDS perspective. * 

Unlike traditional LDS beliefs, 
orthodox Jews believe the family is 
temporal and family links exist only 
in this life, Loeb said. 

“There is nothing like celestial mar- 
riage in Judaism,” Loeb said. “The 
whole question of an afterlife is irrel- 
evant.” Loeb explained that.there is 
no set doctrine about afterlife in the 
Jewish religion. 

“Judaism is not set up as structure 
of beliefs — everything is debatable,” 
Loeb said. 

Companionship and the creation of 
the family are the two main purposes 
of marriage in Judaism, Loeb said. 

Marriages may still be arranged in 
traditional Jewish families, but brides 
and grooms have the ability to veto 
the decision. 

Within an orthodox Jewish mar- 
riage, there is a blood taboo which 
prohibits sexual relations between the 
husband and wife during menstrua- 
tion and the following seven days, 
Loeb said. 

In Judaism, the Jewish woman is 
the home. 

“The mother is the prime source of 
value and religious education,” Loeb 
said. 

The LDS Church teaches that fami- 
ly is the basic unit of the church, as 
well as society, Olson said.

Concern for earth stressed at Forum

Appreciate the environment, cherish 
all life and battle degradation, zoolo- 
gy professor Gary M. Booth said at 
Tuesday’s Forum. 

Booth invited Forum attenders to 
join him as he travelled all over the 
world through songs, pictures, art 
work and video clips. 

He showed the audience a wood 
beetle in Samoa, tumor-ridden catfish 
in a polluted Ohio river, wildlife in 
snow-blanketed rorests, and a blind 
cave beetle “200 feet down below the 
surface of the earth.” 

The sampling tour was to illustrate 
the diverse life forms that inhabit this 
planet and the environmental prob- 
lems caused by disregard or abuse. 
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stances.” 


“Earth offers much to us,” Booth 
said. “It will continue to give as long 
as we don’t abuse it.” 

Eventually, responsibility for envi- 
ronmental abuses will have to be 
taken, Booth said. He presented the 
scenario of Christ returning and ask- 
ing, “What have you done with my 
passenger pigeon? Where’s my great 
hawk? These were some of my finest 
creations.” 

Booth suggested five ways to devel- 
Op an awareness of nature: “Take a 
class, assess your values, simplify and 
balance your life, keep in touch spiri- 
tually and touch nature everyday.” 

Suddenly nature becomes “more 
than just words. It’s emotion. It’s an 
experience,’ Booth said in the ques- 
tion-and-answer session that followed 
the Forum.

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Perot founds new party, 
Clinton sees silver lining 


That zany little billionaire with the quippy one-liners and the eternal cash flow is at it 
in. Although Ross Perot has not announced his intention to run for president, he proved 
againito the American people Monday night that he has a love affair with politics and pub- 
licity; Blasting away at Republicans and Democrats for lackluster reforms, he told CNN’s 
Larry;King he intends to create a new political party — the Independence Party. 

Critics who complain about the “lack of character” in the presidential race have only to 
look e¢loser at Perot. He’s definitely a character. The man may not be presidential material, 
but he can captivate an audience, or at the very least, annoy them. Perot plans to take on the 
politieal status quo, including Republican front-runner Bob Dole and incumbent President 
Bill Glinton. 

That’s his story, and he’s sticking to it — for now, anyway. Remember the 1992 presi- 
dentiglselection? Perot fired up his grassroots supporters with “straight talkin’” about party 
noua He was the remedy for every ailment inside the Beltway, they said. He talked as

Reinvent the Y 


To the Editor: 

As BYU searches for a new president, the 
time has come to “reinvent BYU.” Originally, 
BYU's basic mission was to educate young 
people as guided by the inspiration of the 
Lord. However, BYU no longer seems focused 
on this unique mission, preferring to seek its 
greatness by attempting to pattern itself after 
other highly regarded universities. 

In attempting to become like other universi- 
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ties, BYU has incorporated a faculty reward 
system that primarily favors research. Almost 
all faculty members have a quarter or half-time 
research appointment. This arrangement often 
results in student-faculty relationships that 
unfortunately don’t come close to the mark. 
Too many faculty members spend too little 
time with their students. In most programs lit- 
tle help is offered in bringing the void between 
students’ university experiences and their 
careers. Too few faculty members are avail- 
able to help students sort out career options, 
network with professionals, locate internships, 
and find jobs. The student body would be bet- 
ter served if instead of having research 
appointments, most BYU professors assumed 
full-time teaching appointments. 

There are several things BYU can do to 
regain the integrity of its original mission: 

1. Eliminate most graduate programs. 
Graduate education is expensive (per pupil 
cost is several times higher for undergradu- 
ates). All BYU programs duplicate efforts 
offered elsewhere. Why should tithing dollars 
be used to fund graduate education and 
research which other schools do as well or bet- 
ter? 

2. Eliminate (continuing status). Tenure 
returns nothing to tithe payers or students, but 
it costs both a hefty price tag. 

3. Drop spring and summer terms and replace 
them with a third semester. Make the summer 
semester real by offering the full range of 
classes in summer that are taught fall and win- 
ter. Students would be able to graduate sooner 
and more could attend. 

4. Require all but a few outstanding 
researchers to teach four classes during each of 
the three semesters. This would save the 
Church millions and make it possible for sum- 
mer semester to better serve students. 

5. Make quality teaching the hallmark of 
BYU. Focus on improving teacher-student 
interaction. Create a teaching effectiveness 
center, if BYU has not done so. 

6. Make it possible for students to complete 
General Education classes by taking advantage 
of distance learning technology when they are 
not on campus. This move frees up campus 
classroom space. It also makes a BYU educa- 
tion available to a much larger audience. 

BYU’s greatness isn’t built on its graduate 
programs or its research. BYU’s reputation is 
built on the quality of its undergraduate stu- 
dents. My concern for the future of BYU 
comes from the perspective of a former taculty 
member and student and a father of three chil- 
dren who have or are attending BYU. The 
appointment of a new president offers a unique 
opportunity to reinvent BYU and prepare it for 
the 21st century. Isn’t it about time for BYU to 
return to its original mission?

David Pratt, history professor at 
BYU, remembers this time. He was 
the society’s faculty adviser before 
BYU discontinued the four-year 
genealogy degree in the mid 70s. 

The four-year program functioned 
without department ties and thus 
placed students at a disadvantage 
when they sought acceptance into 
graduate programs or the workplace, 
Pratt said. 

When the number of genealogy 


majors reached its peak, the major - 


was cut and professors of the subject 
were released to nursue doctorates, 
Pratt said. 

“I guess you could say we took a 


sabbatical,” Pratt said. 


In its place, the university instigated 
a two-year program that functioned 
on and off until 1992. 

At this time, the university made the 
decision to reinstate the four-year 
degree. The new program, “Family 
History and Genealogy,” operates 
under the history department. 

The new Family History Library, 
which replaced the genealogical sec- 
tion of the HBLL, became a main 
employer of genealogy majors, Pratt 
said. Today, however, the library is 
staffed mainly by volunteers, he said. 

“Now, graduates pursue further 
degrees or work for private employ- 
ers. 

“A few brave ones hang up their 
own shingle, and try their hand at 
being private genealogists,” he said.

Cougar signal caller’s 
early-season statistics 
stack up with Y’s best

‘Being a quarterback at BYU brings 
a lot of recognition, but it also invites 
comparisons to great quarterbacks of 
the past. For this year’s starting QB 
Steve Sarkisian, it’s no different. 
.BYU has had a number of great 
passers in the past, including Ty 
Detmer, Jim McMahon, Robbie 
Bosco and Steve Young. After three 
games, Sarkisian’s passing numbers 
dre_very comparable with all of them. 

“ft feel honored to even be compared 
to’such great players,” Sarkisian said. 
“But I don’t feel I’m there yet.” 
Sarkisian is third in the nation in 
total offense, and has completed 65 
percent of his passes for 1,056 yards. 
-In the last 15 years, Detmer is the 
‘only BYU starter to throw for more 
yardage in his first three starts. No 
one has completed more passes. 

‘But Sarkisian said that he doesn’t 
care about the statistics, because the 


result is more important than the 
numbers. 

“The stats don’t give us wins,” 
Sarkisian said. “What really matters is 
whether we win or lose.” 

Quarterback coach Norm Chow 
agrees and adds that it’s unfair to 
judge Sarkisian so early in his career 
as a Cougar. 

Chow said that people unfairly com- 
pare new BYU quarterbacks to those 
of the past, and that the comparison is 
usually not a valid one. 

“People forget — some of these 
other guys got off to horrible starts,” 
Chow said. 

Che current Most Valuable Player of 
the National Football League, Steve 
Young, hasn*t always. played: at‘the 
level he’s at*now. After three starts, 
Young had tossed seven interceptions, 
and had thrown for 771 yards. That is 
three more interceptions and nearly 
300 fewer yards than Sarkisian cur- 
rently has. 

Chow said that Sarkisian has the 


natural talent to be as good as any of 


the other past greats. 

“He’s a good decision-maker,” 
Chow said. “And he really under- 
stands football.” 

Sarkisian understands that he has

ATLANTA — A decision by Atlanta 


Braves manager Bobby Cox to go: 


with a three-man rotation in the first 
round of the playoffs has the blessing 
of the two guys left out — Steve 
Avery and Kent Mercker. 

The pair of left-handers, who were 
part of Atlanta’s five-man rotation 
during the regular season, will be 
used in the bullpen, while Greg 
Maddux, Tom Glavine and John 
Smoltz will start. 

“Tn the first round there’s only room 
for so many guys,’ Cox. said. 
“There’ Il be more room later on.” 

Cox said Maddux would start Game 
1, followed by Glavine and Smoltz in 
the best-of-5 series that begins Oct. 3 
at Los Angeles, Colorado or Houston. 

“There’s not a guy in our bullpen 
who’d complain if he never pitched in 
the playoffs,” Mercker said. “I’d like 
our starter to go nine each time, but 
whatever happens, I’ll be ready to go.” 

Avery said, “Whatever Bobby needs 
— long relief, one batter, setup, I’m 
here to help. The pressure on a reliev- 
er is different than on a starter. But 
I’m smart, I can adjust.” 


Mercker pitched primarily in relief 
from 1990-93 until gaining a starting 
spot in 1994, 

“I’m not upset at all,” Mercker said. 
“Nobody goes with five in the post- 
season. I’ve worked in every scenario, 
If I had my choice, I’d start. But it’s 
OK. All I want is a ring.” 

Avery has started all but two of his 
games since making the big leagues 
in 1990 — relieving once that first 
season and once in the 1992 playoffs 
against Pittsburgh. 

“Steve and Kent are quality pitchers 
and you’ve got to feel good that they 
will be available for any situation,” 
Smoltz said. 

The bullpen had been considered 
one of Atlanta’s weak spots in its 
postseason past, which included los- 
ing the World Series in seven games 
to the Minnesota Twins in 1991 and 
in six games to the Toronto Blue Jays 
in 1992. In 1993, the Braves lost to 
the Philadelphia Phillies for the NL 
championship. 

That shouldn’t be a problem this 
time around with the blossoming of 
closer Mark Wohlers and setup man 
Greg McMichael and the addition of 
Avery and Mercker. 


Perez welcomed back by Expos

When Montreal returns home for a 
series against Cincinnati, Pedro 
Martinez is to pitch Thursday and 
Tavo Alvarez is scheduled for Friday. 
That could change, manager Felipe 
Alou said. 

Alou and other Montreal officials 
defended the decision allowing him to 
rejoin the team, saying he hasn’t been 
found guilty of anything. 

“That’s going to be determined by 
somebody else,” Alou said. “I can say 
I surely hope he’s innocent.” 

On the club’s advice, Perez didn’t 
talk with reporters. He said Monday 
in Atlanta that he’s not guilty. 

The 24-year-old Dominican arrived 


in Miami late Monday after being 
released on $50,000 bond. He walked 
into the clubhouse about three hours 
before Tuesday’s game, shook hands 
with several teammates, changed into 
his uniform and sat down to play 
cards. 

Alou said he and general manager 
Kevin Malone would meet with 
Perez. 

“Obviously the player broke curfew 
and some of the rules we have,” Alou 
said. He declined to say whether 
Perez will be fined. 

The woman said the crime occurred 
in Perez’s hotel room hours aftér he 
took the loss. in a game Friday night 
against the Atlanta Braves.

“T think it’s unfortunate, and I’m’ 


hoping that we can get it cleared up 
once and for all.” 

Catcher Darrin Fletcher said the 
Montreal players support Perez. 

“We stand behind him. He’s our 
teammate,” Fletcher said, “It takes a 
monster to be capable of aggravated 
rape. I don’t think he’s capable of 
something like that.”

LAVA HOT SPRINGS, Idaho — Officials want to raze 
Ligertown Game Farm just outside Lava Hot Springs, 
because of the health hazards posed by a maze of filth- 
laden cages used to hold nearly 90 wild animals. 

Officers shot and killed 18 lions starting Wednesday 
night after they escaped from the ramshackle enclosure or 
threatened workers. Another 27 lions and lion-tiger 
hybrids, called ligers, were taken to a California game 
refuge while officials ponder what to do with them. 

In addition, about 40 wolf hybrids are being watched by 
Bannock County deputies in a Bonneville County location. 
One wolf was shot Monday after it bit an officer. 

Bannock County posted a new sign outside the com- 
pound, forbidding human inhabitation at the property. 
Owners. Robert Fieber and Dotti Martin have been barred 
from the property until the investigation is complete. They 
have not been charged with any criminal violations. 

Fields of large bones, feces and chicken feathers were 
strewn throughout the entire complex. Half-rotten carcass- 
es of deer and other big game were scattered on the ground 


inside the cages.
